In 
view of the result of the struggle, it would be 
interesting to know what he thinks of his 
proposition now, had this brutal plan been 
carried out on both sides. The second oc- 
¢casion was when Gen. Lez invaded Maryland, 
at which time he says: ‘“ I again advocated 
the hoisting of the black flag, willing 
at any time to forfeit my life in 
the deadly struggle.” This is a direct and 
unmistakable assertion of his Modoe senti- 
ments at that time, and the defiant manner in 
which he announces them shows that they 


are his sentiments now. He seeks to mann- 


facture tome credit for himself by saying 
that he treated his prisoners with considera- 
tion, and that he was in favor of the exemp- 
tion of women and children from massacre 
when In view, however, of his 
real feelings and his desire to hoist the black 
flag, such assumptions are gratuitous. He 
did not slaughter his prisoners and non-com- 
batants simply because he had no authority 
todoso. The spirit was willing, but the

A CAST-IRON LAW. 

One of the great and unanswerable objec- 
tions to the charter of 1872 is the fact that, 
once adopted, it is incapable of amendment. 
The law was framed by the Legislature with 
a view of meeting the wants of the numerous 
small places in the State; it was designed as 
a higher form of Government for villages and 
incorporated towns,—just such a charter as 
would suit Riverside or Englewood, in case 
they desired to get rid of the village or town 
organization and become a city. This charter 
was adopted by some fifty or sixty of the 
mall and cities of the State, includ- 
ing Hyde Park; but the larger ones have 


It was thought before the meeting of the 
Legislature that if this charter were adopted 
by Chicago, the Legislature would easily be 
induced to amend the law by the introduc- 
tion of such additional features as would suit 
a large city of varied interests, and a bill was 
prepared embodying such amendments. But, 
aftera thorough canvass of the Legislature, 
the Chicago delegation discovered that it was 
entirely i to amend the general 
charter of 1872; the fifty or more small 
places which had adopted the charter did not 
want it amended; it having been prepared | 
for them, it suited them exactly, and they did 
not desire a Government that was suitable for 
a metropolitan city of half a million of peo- 
ple. To emend the charter of 1872 


of Chicago would be to impose on them a 
burden in the way of officers, machinery, and 
governmental restrictions, which would over- 
whelm them. For instance, to pfovide for 
two Boards of Common Council, in a place of 
one, three, or five thousand inhabitants, 
would be an unnecessary burden. Therefqre 
they resolutely refused to amend their own 
charters by amending the general charter of 
1872. 

But the members of the Legislature readily 
agreed to vote for a general law, for the gov- 
ernment of cities of a higher grade, with 
large populations, large amounts of taxable 
property, and needing extensive police and 
fire departments, public works, and having 
occasion to make large expenditures. Such a 
law was therefore passed and is known as the 
charter of 1875. In the meantime, addition- 
al legislation was had by the several bills of 
of Senator Kenoz, by which the old charter 
of Chicago was relieved of many of its em- 
barrassments, and so modified that it might 
serve the city for some years to come. 

Now, under the circumstances, to attempt 
to adopt the charter of 1872 is an act of 
wanton folly, and to force it upon the public 
through the means of fraudulent votes and 
stuffed ballot-boxes is a scandalous usurpa- 
tion. Here is a charter framed and adapted 
to the governmental wants of a place like 
Naperville, Lockport, Waukegan, Blue 
Island, or Hyde Park, which is not amende- 
ble, but must remain a cast-iron enactment, 
forced by fraud upon the people of a city of 
500,000 inhabitants, and containing $350,- 
000,000 of taxable property. 

It is urged as a reason why Chicago should 
adopt this charter that fifty and more little 
towns of the State have adopted #. There is 
not a city in Illinois that has adopted this 
charter which has half the population of an 
average ward in this city, and the entire pop- 
ulation of the fifty cities combined will not 
equal that of the South Division. In a ma- 
jority of these cities the number of Aldermen 
is six, and in a few eight, and these are a lib- 
eral legislature for the comparatively few in- 
habitants. Toelaim that the City Govern- 
ment suitable and adapted to the wants of a 
place on the prairie, with afew hundred in- 
habitants, is, without change of word and 
without the possibility of amendment, a suit- 
able Government for a metropolitan city like 
Chicago, is one of those insanities which 
need stuffed ballot-boxes and fraudulent votes 
to force them upon the public.

pect in the future. We may only hope, in

It is a serious question whether Western 
Legislatures should not assume the responsi- 
bility of prohibiting the erection of frame 
houses in cities and towns having a certain 
population, It is equally desirable in all 
communities,—more so, if anything, in the 
smaller than in the larger towns and cities. 
It can be attained more easily by general 
State laws than by means of city and town 
ordinances. There are usually powerful 
selfish influences in local elections opposed to 
the passage of strict fire and building laws. 
A general law on the subject, framed to meet 
the exigencies of two or three classes of 
cities, would be the most economical public 
measure that could be devised.

MR. BOWEN AND THE BEECHER TRIAL. 
Henry C. Bowen is accredited with making 


public the following remarkable statement in 
regard to the Bron business: 


I have not been subpoenaed by either side. I have 
been repeatedly approached by friends of both sides, 
who have tried to find out what I will testify ta, but I 
have gratified neither party, and I do not expect to. 
What I have to esy is very serious, and was commu- 
nicated to me in the confidential relations which 
Buren and Tron formerly held with me, and I 
cannot and will not disclose it, except the 
process of the law, or unless I am forced to do it to re- 
lieve myself of some stigma which may be put upon 
me, I have been told that if I did not testify for the 
plaintiff the defendant's lewyers would abuse me in 
their summing-up, Let them abuse. The plaintifi’s 
counsel urged me very persistently to outline my _ tes- 
timony for them, and under their pressure I said that 
I would think about it; but, after consultation with 
my counsel and a number of gentlemen whose opin- 
ions I value very highly, I shall adhere to my former 
conclusions to keep strict silence as to what I know. 
I signed the tripartite covenant against my judgment, 
and, having signed, I have kept the pledge, and 
that is better than the other gentlemen who signed it 
have done, Mr. CLarim brought the paper to me 
and said Bron and Tron had buried their dif- 
ficulties, and inasmuch as I had no especial difficul- 
ties with either of them, there was no reason why I 
should not sign it, I signed it at last, after I had 
greatly amended the article I was interested in. I would 
not sign the paper again. It is the only obstacle to 
my making known the facts that are in my possession, 
I do not seek the witness-stand, inasmuch as Gen. 
Tracy's conspiracy essay has been filled with promises 
that had not been kept. Gen. Tracy proposed to 
prove that I was a conspirator against Mr. Bare. 
We have heard no testimony on that point yet, and I 
shall expect none. What tremendous lying there bas 
been! Perjury! perjury! perjury! It is frightful} 
Surely some one ought to go to prison from that 
eourt-room, I know the lies that have been told; 
things that I know perfectly well to be different. I 
can’t indicate, of course, which side they are on, but 
I do not hesitate to say that there has been the moat 
awful, downright perjury.
